of seasonally adjusted data, it is not possible to determine whether monthly changes 
in any state or area are due to temporary seasonal factors or underlying trends. 

The national unemployment statistics published monthly by the BLS are derived from 
the Current Population Survey (CPS), a survey of households. However, the size of the 
current CPS sample is not sufficient to generate monthly state and metropolitan area 
estimates. Therfore, statistics derived from state employment insurance operations, as 
well as adjustment factors from the CPS and other sources, are used to calculate 
estimates for states and metropolitan areas. 

Because of the smaller size of the areas involved, as well as the limitations of the 
data inputs used, the state and area estimates are not of the same statistical quality 


as the national estimates. A fuller explanation of the technical procedures used to 


develop these estimates appears monthly in the BLS periodical, Employment and Earnings.
